DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 26 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
Misnumbered claims 99-122 have been renumbered 98-121. 



2. Claims 51- 121 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The phrase "said elements per se" renders the claims indefinite and fails to 
specifically claim the applicant's invention. 

Regarding claims 63 and 64, the phrase "manifests as a plurality of radiating 
indicia, radiating from a base octave group" is not understood. 

Regarding claims 59, 84, 80, 71, and 76 the phrase "sans pitch marking" is not 
understood or defined in the claims. 

Regarding claims 72-76, the phrase "both conventional and alternative" renders 
the claims vague and indefinite. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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Regarding claims 74, 79, and 83, the phrase "a plurality of sharp, flat noted is 
formed by the addition of sharp, and flat symbols to the natural note symbols of said 
sharp and flat notes". 

Regarding claims 77-82 the phrase "and the like" renders the claims indefinite 
because the claims include elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or 
the like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). 

Regarding claims 64 and 65, the phrase "radiating indicia", is not understood. 
Regarding claims 67, the phrase "continuing in that pattern manner..." renders 
the claims vague. 

Claims 62 and 63 depend on claim 64. Claims must depend from a preceding 
claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

Regarding claim 81, the phrase "as tangible, and electronic, and..." is not 
understood. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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2. Claims 51-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Coonce. 

Coonce discloses the use of a system for facilitating learning and playing of 
music using a color coding system comprising a plurality of named colors, each color 
having a name beginning with a musical alphabet letter name(60) the colors paired to a 
group of notes of Western music, whereby color coding for notes and chords is 
provided. 

Regarding claims 52-56, Coonce discloses a means for identifying octave 
groups and individual pitches (column 11, lines 6-22). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 60 and 61 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Coonce in view of Risley. 

Coonce does not disclose the use of a plurality of counting indicia. 



Risley discloses a method and apparatus of teaching music using plurality of 
counting indicia. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the colors as taught by Coonce to include the 
numbered indicia as taught by Risley because the both represent musical notes.
